covered territory. In actual value 
the filag does not mean or cost 
much—it is what it stands for and 
represents that maitters. It is be_ 
cause of this that sokliers are 
willing to forfeit their lives rather 
than let their flag fall into the 
hands of the. enemy. All is well 
and encouraging mwhen the troops 
see their flag flying—it is a sign 
that the army is united. In fact, 
the British flag is called the 
“Union Jack" for gs you all know, 
it is a combination of flags, but now 
united into one as are the nations 
it represents. We ourselves cannot 
help but feel glad as today when we 
walk down the streets of this west. 
ern town of Wainwright, thousands’ 
of miles from the actual cenrre ~ 
this unity, yet we see floating gaily 
and triumphantly in the breeze that 
same Union Jack—as we have.said 
before, that symbol of unity and at 
the same time that symbol of free- 
dom—an actual freedom which is nut 
possessed in any other country in 
such a high degree—a freedom which 
really is in the fullest sense of the 
word ‘“‘freedom”’. 

Our children, those little persons 
of today on which the Empire of 
tomorrow depends, love the flag. it 


is as it were an innate love and 
sense of duty. They are proud of it, 
especially as they carry it aloft in 
parades, or even playing so'diers. 
And on special occasions, in colleges, 
schools or cadet ¢orps, the one’ who 
carries the large flag ‘at the, begin_ 
ning of the parade is the envy of all 
his fellows. This is but naturai sad 
in, the ordinary course of events 
these future citizens would grow up 
loving their flag and country it 
represents and would bend every 
effort not only to keep alive the old 
ideals but to improve and develop 
them and thus by the natural evelu- 
tion of time make their country a 
still better and happier place in which 
to hive. For time, as you all know, 
passes rapidly and that old saying 
“Tempus Fugit” is very true indeed 
and before we know it these chil- 
dren of whom we now speak will 
soon, in a few years indeed be tak_ 
ing an active part in tne clvic af_ 
fairs of the country. 

We said a few moments ago, ladies 
and gentlemen, that in the ordinary 
course of events these children would 
grow up loving their flag and the 
country it represents. This is quite 
true, if the ordinary course of events | 
were not tampered with. This is the 
unfortunate part of the situation. 
The natural and ordinary course of 
events is tampered with, but in such

self respect does not mean a thing. 
These are not mere words, and ladies 
and gentlemen if I did not know 
positively that this sort of work was 
going on, then I would not waste my 
time or yours by even mentioning it 
this afternoon.

Other name, the fact is it exists and 
the sole purpose is to spread dis_ 
loyalty, discontent, selfishness, and 
greed, and the mystery is that it of- 
fers nothing in return. Of course. we 
do not see this openly all the time

Dry Weather Causes 


ALBERTA GROP REPORT No. 5 


(From the Depantment of Agricul- 
ture, Edmoniton) 


During the past two wéeks, all dry 
land crops in the southern and east 
central areas have suffered a serious 
setback at a critical period because 
of prevailing hot weather and high 
winds, Httle rain having fa'len to re_ 
lieve these distressed conditions. This 
is especially true of the termtory 
from Medicine Hat northwest to 
-Brooks and continuing north to the 
Youngstown district, where hopes 
for even a fair crop are practically 
abandoned. In the more seriously 
affected districts, a shortage of feed 
is already anticipated. The whole of 
the south and east is badly in need 
of moisture. This applies particularly 
to stubbled_in crops, pasture and 
range land 

In the west_central area ani the 
Edmonton zone, some severe thun. 
der storms and scattered showers 
have occurred, but these have only 
been very local. Though there is 
still a good reserve of subsoil mois_ 
ture over a great deal of the coun. 
try, many districts would welcome 
good rains for surface neede. If 
weather continues dry, maturity of 
grain crops will be unduly hastened 
with some consequent reduction ir 


yields. 
™Mhe most favourable conditions 
obtain in the Peace River district 


Where good showers have been more 
general and development of all crops 
has continued normally. Prosvects in 
this area point toward an earlier 
harvest by at least one week than in 
1935,

“TASHMOO” PES rcs im race 

When the big excursion steamboat 
“Tashmoo” struck a rock in the De- 
troit River the other day and sank 
just as her captain beached her, the 


‘news carried my memory bacx 


years to Memorial Day, 1901. That 
was the day of the great steamboat 
race on Lake Erie between the 
“Tashmoo”’ and the “City of Bur- 
falo”’. 

Both boats had been designed ‘by 
the same man, Frank Kinby, one. of 
America’s greatest naval architects. 
The “City of Buffalo” was designed 
for overnight freight and passenger 
service between Buffalo and Cleve- 
land; the “Tashmoo” for carrying 
big excursion crowds up the Detroit 
River to Belle Isle Park. They were 
the two fastest craft that had ever 
navigated tthe Great Lakes and the 
question as to which was the fast- 
‘er of the two was so hotly disputed 
in shipping circles that, finally, per- 
mission was obtained from the U.S. 
Steamboat Inspection to stage a race 
between them. 

Enormous stakes were put up and 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
side bets. A measured 100-mile 
course was marked off between 
Cleveland and MBrie, Pennsylvanra. 
The ‘“Tashmoo” went into dry-dock 
and had her bottom scraped and oiled 
for the event. The “City of Buffalo” 
made her regular overnignt trip to 
Cleveland, dischamged cargo and 
passengers, took on coal and turned 
around without further preparation. 

I was on the press boat which 
went out from Buffalo to see tie 
finish of the race. It was about as 
exciting a sporting event as I ever 
witnessed—and about as clese. The 
“City of Buffalo” beat the ‘“Tash- 
moo” ‘by less than one minute in 100 
miles! : 
‘SIDE WHEELERS for me 

Somehow I have always been more 
interested in the old-fashioned side- 
wheel steamboats than I have ever 
been able to get about the big liners 
I suppose that is-because my first 
venture to sea was on a side wheeler 
the old “City of Portland,” which 
ran between Portland and Boston 
overnight and was lost without a 
trace some 26 years ago. 

I have travelled on almost all of 
America’s inland water ways on 
paddle-wheel steamboats, side wheel- 
ers and stern wheelers, and rothing 
concerned with navigation gives me 
quite such a kick as seeing the Fall 
River steamboat go up the Fast 
River, past my dining room window 
in New York.

REGROUPING .. . . regions 

More and more the idea is talked 
about regrouping the United States 
into regions instead of states. It was 
the main topic discussed at the In- 
stitute of Regiotral Development held 

recently at Chapel Hill, North Caro- 
lina. 

Certainly, most of our economic 
and social problems are regional. 
None is nation-wide; few are limited 
to a single state. If any group of 
states, such as New England, could 
agree by treaty among themselves 
to act as a unit on alt matters, 
Congress would have to ratify the 
treaty. But there are political limits 
to any regional plan. 

No state will give up its right tc 
an equal voice in the Senate, for 
example. On the other hand, Texas 
can, whenever it wants to, send 10 
Senators to Washington instead of 
two, for under the terms of its ad- 
mission to the Union in 1845 it was 
given the right to divide itselr into 
five states at any future time.

WORLD PRODUOING MUCH ‘LEss 
‘" ‘BARLEY 

The world’s area under barley has 
declined irregularly since 1929, but in 
_the British Empire the reduction has 
been slightly more steady and more 
pronounced, states the Imperial Eco- 
nomic Committee’s report on Grain 
Crops (1928-35). Though India and 
the British Isles have contributed 
materially to this decline, the reduc- 
tion of the Canadiam acreage is 
chiefly responsible for the change in 
the Bmpire total. 

As. in the case of wheat, barley 
production in Russia has surpassed 
that of the United States in the past 
few years, the United States falling 
from. the first place as largest barley 
exporter in the world im 1928 to sev- 
enth place in 1935. In that year, in 
order of world’s barléy exports, Rus- 
sia, Argentina, Poland, Morocco, 
Roumania and Canada sunpassed the 
United States. Although India since 
1930 has been consistently the lang- 
est barley producer in tae British 
Empire, Canada is normally by far 


the most important Empire expori- 
ing countny. 

Canada is the langest exporter of 
barley in the ‘British Empire but her 
exports to Biiteiniare irregular. Gen. 
erally, the Canadiian exports of bar- 
ley to Britain are surpassed by two 
countries outside the Empire, namely | 
the United States and Russia. Th: 
latter country has become the ‘hief 
source of barley supplies to th» Bri- 
tish market since re-entering the 
trade in 1930, Australia and Argen- 
tina have been shipping barley to 
Britain in increased quantities. Total 
imports of barley to the British mar- 
ket in 1935 were larger than in any | 
other year since 1928. T%e provisional | 
estimate for 1935 shows tnat Cuan- 
ada exported 116,000 tons of barley 
to the British market; Russia seni 
311,000 tons and the United States 
119,000 tons. Accordinig to a prelimi- 
nary estimate as at May 1, 1936, it 
was intended to plant 4,055.300 acres 
to barley in Canada this year as 
against 3,886,800 acres in 1935

165 millions in 1936. 

Prior to 1929 Canadian wheat and 
flour were sold each year on the 
markets in over 70 countries in the 
world, and it is probably correct to 
state that over 300 milion people, 
outside of Canada, ate bread that'| 
was improved because it contained’ 
some percentage of Canadian wheat. 

Today many of those countries use 
no Canadian wheat at all, and all 
of them use less Canadian wheat 
than they did. . 

Examined from another angle, the 
situation can be expre-stu 5s fol- 


lows: Between 1929 and '35 the world 
international trade in wheat has 
suffered a decline of 31%, but -an- 


adia’s world trade in wheat has suf- 
fered a decline of no less than 46%. 

A clear appreciation of just what 
has occurred should afford some

loved monarch King George V: This 
event not only shocked tie Empire 
and tke Dominion of Canada -~but 
the whole universe. The town sent a 
message of sympathy to the nwyal 
Family ahd today we can not cen 
brate with the same joy as would 
have been possible had this shadow 
not cast itself upon us. Yet, ladies 
and gentlemen, even this d'‘d not 
tend to bring about the dissolution of 
the Empire, but to cement it closer 
together. In fact, we had not realized 
before how potent that 
unity was—the monarchy. Peoplé did 
not realize what a factor it was in 
the life of the Dominions. Through. 
out the Dominion of Canada the loss 
was universally felt. It was hard, 
nay, well night impossible to realize 
that such a thing had happened— 
The King Was Dead! Whether or 
not we had ever given him a 
thought before did) not matter—but 
it was only at his death that we 
realized just how much the king 
meant to the unity of the Ruyare 
and the Dominions. Tokens of xym_ 
pathy were sent to London from all 
of the Dominions, and the Dominion 
of Canada was not lacking in this 
regard. 

As I mentioned, the grief over the 
death of the King was _ universal. 
Perhaips I should have ,said—almost 
universal—for there was one dis- 
cordant note—that of the commun_ 
ists again.

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WHEN MILK TURNS SOUR 
So many women who ask how to 
use sour milk in faking want to 
know if it can be substituted for 
sweet milk in any recipe. 

Milk that has just turned will 
need a small amount of soda to neu- 
tralize it and enough baking powder 
to make the mixture rise. An eighth 
to a quarter of a teaspoon of soda 
to a cup of slightly soured miik and 
the usual amount of baking powder 
called for in the recipe using swéet 
milk should be used when sour milk 
is substituted. 

The acidity of the milk must pe 
considered, so when milk is thick 
and definitely sour, the general rule 
is to use one-half teaspoon soda for 
one cup of sour milk; in that. event, 
omit ome teaspoon of cream of tartar 
or two teaspoons baking powder 
from the recipe. : 

Baking 30da by itself is not or- 
dinarily to be recommended as a 
leaven, although it often is used 
alone and satisfactorily, too, in ma- 
king ginger breads, spice and choco- 
late cakes and cookies. . 

Sour milk makes gqeticious fine- 
textured cakes and breads that seem 
to stay moist longer than those made 
with sweet milk. More than this, a 
cup or less of sour milk ‘s 30 much 
waste unless it is used in baking. 


DROPPED FRUIT COOKIES 


Three eggs, 1% cups light brown 
sugar, 1 cup ‘butter, 4 tablespoons 
sour milk, 14 teaspoon soda, 2 tea- 
spoons baking powder, 314 cups flour, 
1% teaspoon cinnamon, 1 cup chop- 
ped nut meats, % cup seeded and 
chopped raisins, 4 cup chopped cur- 
rants, 14 teaspoon salt. 

Cream butter and sugar ane add 
% cup flour. Add eggs well beaten 
and mix well. Add sour milk. Mix 
and sift flour, salt, soda and cinna- 
mon several times and addi to fruit 
and nuts. Mix well and add to first 
mixture. Mix thoroughly and drop 
from tip of teaspoon onto greased 
and floured baking sheet. Bake ten 
minutes in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees F). 

These are splendid for breakfast or 
are delicious toasted and serv2d with 
salad for luncheon. 

One egg, 1 cup sour milk, 5 talle- 
spoons melted ‘butter, 2.3 teaspoon 
sodh, 1 teaspoon salt, 1 tablespoon 
sugar, 1!4 cups graham flour, 1 tea- 
spoon baking powder. 

Beat egg well. Add sugar, salt. 
melted butter and milk. Mix and 
sift flour, baking powder and soda 
and mix thoroughly with graham 
flour. Add to frist mixture an mix. 
Bake in muffin rings in a, hot oven 
(375 degrees F.) for ten or fifteen 
minutes.

Season with salt, pepper, and a little 
onion (or garlic, if preferred). An 
onion with two or three cloves 
stuck in it may be browned lightly 
with the meat. The meat should 
then be cooked in the same utensil. 
tightly covered, or in the kettle from 
a fireless cooker. Let the meat sim- 
mer until quite tender, turning it 
once during the cooking. No water 
is needed, although some cooks pre- 
fer to use a little water. The tight 
cover will keep in all the moisture. 
Allow about an hour to a pound for 
cooking. Make a gravy of the brown 
fat, using an equal amount of flour 
and water. 


POT ROAST WITH VEGETABLES 


Wipe with a damp cloth a 3- or 
44pound roast from chuck or rump. 
Skewer or tie into shape and roll in 
flour. Sear meat on all sides in a 
little fat and place in heavy kettle 
or braising pan. Pour over meat one 
cup each of sliced carrots, onions, 
turnips and diced celery, which have 
been boiled in salted) water until 
soft and rubbed through

strainer or colander, and three  tablé- 
spoonfuls of dripping or bacon fat. 
Season to taste, cover tightly and 
cook in a show oven, or simmer, for 
about’. four hours. If the Hquid in 
which the vegetables were boiled is

The session of Congress ended with 
a/victory for the President in the 
new tax bill. The Senate had rejected 
tlie principle he advocated of taxing 
undistributed corporation reserves, 
but administration pressure on the 
lower House resulted.in a threatened 
deadlock, in the face of which the 
Senate yielded. An entirely new 


‘principle of taxation has been placed 


on the statute books and business is 
disturbed over its possible conse- 
quences. The one certain thing aout 
the new tax law at this time is that 


‘it makes it more difficult for corp- 


orations to conserve their resources 
against future depressions. 

Just hefore it quit, Congress gave 
the President another billion and a@ 
half dollars for relief. This wil! carry 
on relief work on the present scale 
until about February, so one of the 
first jobs of the new Congress, whicn 
wiht convene on January 3, will be 
to do something quick about Federal 
relief. : 


Some Measures Perished 

Many legislative measures, which 
important pressure groups regarded 
as of vital importance, died in the 
last-minute rush to adjourn. It must 
be remembered, however, that while 
bills die, the pressure, blocs still 
live, and their efforts will be renewed 
in the next Congress. The substitute 
Guffey coal bill, the Administration's 
food and drugs ‘bill, and Senator 
Wagner's Federal housing bill were 
among the casualties. The anti-price- 
discrimination law aimed at chain 
stores, as finally enacted, is not re: 
garded as likely to have any gerious 
effect except that it puts added 
powers into the hands of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission to regulate 
business. 

The ship subsidy bill, passed ir 
the closing hours, is designed to 
build up the American merchant ma- 
rines by direct subsidies instead of 
subterfuge payments for carrying 
mail. Under this act it may be pos- 
sible for America at last to put 4 
ship or two on the seas which wilt 
rival the great European liners. 

One really important bill which 
fell short of enactment was the 
measure designed to put all post- 
masters under Civil Service regule- 
tions. It was fought by Republicans 
on the ground that it would keep 
thousands of politically appointed 


- Democratic postmasters in office for 


life, and labor opposition gave many 
Democrats an excuse for voting 
against it. 


Third Party Threat 

Political experts are not vet in 
agreement as to the effect on the 
election of the formation of the new 
Union Party, headed by Representa - 
tive William Lemke of North Da- 
kota as its presidential candidate 
and Thomas C. O’Brien of Boston for 
vice-president. There is a strong 
feeling that this new third-party 
movement is to be taken seriously. It

Campaign Outlook 

The promise of the Republican 
leaders to conduct a swift-r.oving, 
aggressive campaign is beng borre 
out. John Hamilton, the new Re- 
publican national chairman, is: ace 
tively taking the field and expects to 
live mostly in airplanes for the next 
four months. Col. Knox, vice-presi- 
dential candidate, will make more 
speeches than will Gov. Landon. Mr. 
Landon, however, after a snort 
vacation, plans also to “take the 
stump” and speak at several strate- 
gically selected times and places. 

Again, as in 1932, Mr. Roosevelt 
will himself be the principal sneaker 
for the Democratic ticket. Vice- 
President Garner is not expected te 
be heard from. Postmaster General 
Farley, Democratic national chair 
man, expresses complete confidence 
in the practically unanimous re-elec- 
tion of Mr. Roosevelt. 

One point of agreement here is

improvised splints. 

Keep dark glasses in the car. They 
will save much eye fatigue, a split- 
ting headache and perhaps a spoiled 
day. 

In long drives, rest tem minutes 
every hour. Change drivers every 
hour if more than one can drive. Be 
eternally vigilant against insidious 
drowsiness. 

Maintain good ventilation desptie 
dust or rain. Unsuspected carbon 
monoxide poisoning has caused many 
fatalities. Because of the outward 
direction of so-called “no draugnt 
ventilation’, other windows should 
be open to minimize the drawing in 
of monoxide charged air from below. 

Carry thermos or other containers 
with your water supply for occa- 
sional meals. This is safer than dip- 
ping the water from wayside streams 
no matter how spankling they ap- 
pear. 

Unless quite sure of your drinking 
water, it should be boiled before use 
or sterilized with the chlorine drop 
outfits now available from depart- 
ments of health. 

Outside of large centres—and not 
always there either—it is uncommon 
as yet to find milk pasteurized. Ask 
if the cows are tuberculin tested. 
Moreover to minimize the danger of 
acute dysentery (cholera infantum) 
milk should not be given to smali! 
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Childnen unless it is absolutely fresh, 
ot has been brought almost to the 


boiling point. 

Unless you know the source of the 
ice, do not put it dinectly into liquid 
refreshments. 

In addition to the first aid kit, 
carry a few handy medicines along; 
soda «mint tablets, your favorite 
laxatives; acetyl-salicylic acid tab- 
lets for headache; 10% neo-silvol or 
argyrol for inflamed eyes or a cold 
im the head’; am eye dropper, rubbing 
alcohol, sunburn applications, spray 
and solution for warding off moaqui- | 
toes. 

If sickness comes on when travel- 
ling it is but natural to endeavour to 
“push on” for home or familiar 
destination. Sometimes this may 
mean dangerous delay and it is much 
safer to consult a local doctor, even 
though a stranger, than to waste 
precious hours. The local public 
hospital could) submit a list of com- 
petent doctors for your choice. 


HINTS GALORE! 
When a boot or shoe pinches, 
wring a cloth out in very hot water, 


and place it over the place while the 
boot is on the foot. This expands 
the leather and will give relief. 

A stovepipe can be cut with the 
help of a can-opener exactly as you 
would cut a can. 

A little sugar added to the water 
in which green vegetables are boiled 
will improve their colour without 
destroying the vitamins, as so many 
water softeners do. Sugar a!so 1m- 
proves the flavour of boiled carrots, 


turnips, etc. Should soup be acci-
